This report comes directly from ACES. Data is December 2004 data.  December 2004 data was reviewed in June 2005 to see how many of the 
disenrolled clients returned to either CHIP or another medical program either within one month of disenrollment or within six months of 
disenrollment. 
 
65.5% of children disenrolled in December 2004 returned to a medical program within 6 months of disenrollment. 
 
Of all disenrolled children, 21.7% were disenrolled for “Failed to Provide Verification”.  Of these children, 37.6% returned to a medical 
program within 6 months of disenrollment.
